“some. 65,000,000 folk into belief that he is God’s vice- 


regent entitled to world domination, he tried to fool the 
‘whole world about it; and he, too, will find that it doesn’t 
really pay. 

To be sure, the world is fooled, often. But, in select- 
ing world-foolery as a life business, a man ought to in- 
clude a determination to cash in early and provide a re- 
liable cyclone cellar in advance. Therein Bolo Pasha fail- 
ed, and they’re going to hang him, or spoil his philosophy

My first step in preparing for 

my red onion crop was to spade my 
land about a foot deep. On the

| broadcast and afterwards raked the 
Plat to cover them to a depth of 
oné inch, After’ sowing, I put on 
a thin covering of manure to keep 
the ground moist, 

When the seed had grown into 
fair-sized sets, I was ready for 
transplanting.; .My land had_ first 
been thoroughly worked, spaded 
deep, raked and rolled, to break 
ke the lumps, After transplanting 
T left the onjons alone, Later, 1 
fave them a good hoeing to out 
the grass and weeds and open up 
the earth around the onions. Sev- 
eral weeks later, | gave them the 
final working. 

Later, when the onions were get-
